This difference docs 
not arise from the fact tnat the taxpayers of 
Fulton return their property for taxes at a less 
yalue than other people in the state place upon 
their property of asimilar character, for the 
state digest will show thatthe people of Fulton 
return property at a value higher than is done 
in almost any county in the state.

it ig ascerinined that there are 5¢0,2*1 children 
and young people; whites, 292,627; colored, 267,754 
(The negro is not, it seems, dying out; he is not 
Solving the ‘‘negro problem’ that way—there were 
261,144 “colored ebildren of schoolage in Georgia 
fn 1880.) for both races in 1882 the school popula- 
tion Was 005,722—the increase in six yeurs being a 
littie over ten per cent. In 1880 the total was 461,018 

THE CoNsTrrUtION's arilicie closes with this sen 
tence: The state fund is $350,115.75, and this sum 
divided among 560,251 children gives each about 95 
cents, orto bo more accurate, 057193191 cents for 
each child.’ 

What is douc in a few cities, as Atlanta, Macon, 
Savannah, Augusta and some others, is very credit- 
able to those cities, but it does not redeem Georgia 
from the deep dishonor this last ‘‘sehool census’’ 
puts upon For of these £60,111 children of 
school ave, do not live im cities or towns 
unde; local schoo! laws. For ali these the school 
fund is a little less than fifty-nine cen's—just 
enough to bribe parental avarice into inaction in 
euterprising private schools, 

In the villages the average of parental intercst 
fs a little better than for the state at larze. 

But what ofthe country, the rural districts? Of 
the whole number of children of school age-- 
660,111—105,738 are country children, asthe census 
ee it, “inthe counties of the state outside of 

neorporated cities, towns and villages.”’ 

This unutterably disgraceful “less than 59 cents 
for each child” hits bardest where it hurts most— 
the country people and their children; hits hardest 
because there are more of them tohit.and they of 
all others are worse hurt when hit,

€cohomy, are cutting their own throats—or, what 
4s worse, bringing up their children in ignor 
unce.

IT WAS BUILT AND HOW IT 
WAS PAID FOR. 


HOW 


His Own Architect, Carpenter, Contractor 
and Paingjer~An Hour’s Work After Twelve 
Hours’ Police Duty. . 
The prettiest cott geon Richardson street, 

and one of the prettiest in Atlanta, is the house 

that Joyner built. 

Five years ago that was the ugliest lot on 
that side of town. There was no cottage there 
~-no grass, no flowers, and set away back, on 
the end furthest from the street, wasa two- 


roomed shanty.

“I bought the place,’ . said Joyner, “in the 
fall of 83. There was nothing on the lot but 
that little shanty. The place was to be paid for 
iu thirty-eight monthly payments of $40 each, 
and as soon as the place was bought we moved 
into the shanty.”’ 

‘éHow many of you?’’ 

‘Wife and five children—three boys and 
two girls. Winter came on and I hadn't saved 
any money. You see, none of the children 
were old enough to help—all of ’em in school—

“Then it costs more to live in winter anyhow. 
There are the clothes to buy, and wood, anda 
thousand and one little things that you never 
think of till winter comes. 

‘‘We had a lard time that winter. 

The roof was rotten and there were cracks 
in the walls. There was no plastering, not 
even aloft to the house. Every time it rained 
the floor was as wetas if it had just been 
scoured, and many a time when [ went 
home at night, I have brushed the snow from 
the- coverlid in handsful, or woke up in the 
morning and found it in little lines and heaps 
like snow breast works. We just made up our 
minds—my wife and I—that some day we 
would _have a new house on that lot. We 
iwanaged to keep up the payment, though, and 
when spring time came we began saying 
money.’’

To understand Joyner’s story, you must 
know John Joyner. He was a patrolman 
then, and was until the house was finished, 
and patrolmen worked then, as now, for $2a 
day. That was 60a month, and out of that 
amount, $40 went to nay for thelot. That leit 
%20 to live on—five children, and all in school.

‘IT drew up my own plans,” said Joyner, ‘‘and 
made all the calculations,” 

“Did you ever do anythinng like that be- 
fore ?”’ 
“Oh, no. There’s nothing stylish or archi- 
tectural about it; just a plain, comnton sense 
house; We saved upa little at a time, and 
early n the summer of ’84 I bought the first 
material. It was fifteen dollars’ worth of 
and I paid cash for them. ‘Then, 
just as fast as I could save the money, 
I bought a saw, and square, and chisel, and 
hatchet. Then 1 began shaping my material. 
Every day, or every night if it happened to be 
a moonlight night, I measured and sawed and 
cut until the sills were all ready to be placed 
tovether.”’ 

“That was when policemen worked twelve 
hours a day, wasn't it?’ 

‘Yes, but I made it arule to work at 
an honr every day, and I stuck to it 
well. 

“Then I bought the studding, and plating, 
and rafters, and fitted them, too. During the 
antuimn I had two or three hours of spare time 
every day, so 1 bought $600 of lumber on credit 
and by winter I had the framing complete and 
all my lumber stowed away in press. In the 
winter time of course [ couldn’t put in much 
time, and then besides it was about all I could 
do to live and keep up those payments. 

‘IT had already sorter patched up the 
roof, but J couldn't spale the 
money for a new roof, and it was leaky and 
sloppy but not so bad as it was the winter be- 
fore.

“We managed to keep up the payments, 
though, and early in the summer of ’8) L began 
building. ‘Lhe pillars and the chimneys I was 
afraid to try to make, so I hired that done, 
That’s the only thing about the house from top 
to bottom that I didn’t build with my own 
hands. 

‘As soon asthe pillars were laid I began 
You see the timbers had already 
been sawed, and the house went up in a hurry 

considering that there was only one man at 
work on it, and tha®he could work but an 
hour or so every day. By the end of April 
the whole frame was up and the sheeting for 
the shingles was on. 

‘The house stood that way for two months. 

“T was out of money and had to catch up. 

‘in June, though, Lbought{the flooring, and 
weather-boarding, and ceiling, and moulding— 
all on credit—-or rather IL borrowed money and 
paid cash for the lumber. Mr, Chas. E, Boyn- 
ton loaned me $.00.”’

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‘Ry the middle of August, the house was 
shelled up and a coating oi paint—the first 
heavy priuming—had been put on. 

‘Then we moved over into the new house. 

“There wasn’ta lathe in it. ‘There were 
neither doors nor windows—nothing but rough 
plank shutters. 

‘‘Before winter came, though, we had put in 
the doors and windows. I have thought lots 
of times that was the hardest work of al! oe 
ting locks and hinges on the doors,and window 
panes and catches on the window, and _ hinges 
on the blinds. Then we—my boys helping 
me began the lathing, and by winter the 
rooms were separated. All this while we were 
keeping up the payments. Another idea was 
that I always paid cash for my groceries, It’s 
the best plan, and [think it saved me five 
doliars a month during all that time.’”’

‘Next spring we plastered the house and 
whitewashed it, and then we settled down to 
paying off the bills and the money I had _ bor- 
rowed. We furnished the new house gradu- 
ally, but nothing further was done on the 
house until ’57.

‘‘After that was done | bought me the lum- 
ber and built the fence. I am especially proud 
of thatfence. I knew it was my last piece of 
worl, you know, and I just tried myself on it. 
I hought the rough posts and sawed 
them into shape, beveled thei off nicely, dug 
the lioles and plantedthem. ‘Then we painted 
it—the boys and I. 

“The flowers? Well, my wife and the girls 
did that. They always did like flowers, and 
the yard is just full of them. 

‘‘T never sawed a piank, or painted one, or 
did anything else about building a house until 
I began on that one, but it’s as pretty a 
house as you will find anywhere, and 
the builders that have examined it, 
say it’s as good as they ever saws 
It’s all finished now, every room is furnished— 
there are seven of them in the house—and we 
have a piano and the girls have learned to play

“Yes, sir,” remarked a patrolman that had 
listened to the story, ‘‘and those two little girls 
and John Joyner are as good musicians as there 
are in Atlanta. I’ve heard them play together 
and it was the finest 1 ever heard.”’

Suppose we turn back to ere chapter 
o{ history. 

In the year ‘sixty-seven the gate city was 
under the rule of the military despot, Generai 
John Pope. 

Negro soldiers swarmed everywhere. Brutal” 
aud insolent, Withaynusket in one hand and a 
dirty spelling book in the other, they leaned 
against the sunny side of the corners where 
they were doing guard duty, apparently ab- 
sorbed in the mysteries of our tangled orthog-- 
raphy, but in reality on the alert to shoot 
some incautions citizen whose walk or disloyal 
ytterances aroused their wrath 

s** ; 

During this reign of terror our city council 
had a hard time. How to protect the interests 
ofthe people, and yet not offend Dictator 
Pope, was a dit§cult problem.” ens 

About this time the Hon. James L. Dun- 
ning began to bestir himself in behalf of the 
“Idneoln National Monument Association,’’ of 
which he was president. He was a member 
ofthe council, and Dictator Pope took it into 


pis bead that Atlanta was the very place for 


the monument. 

The general had already taken an active 
part in organizing and coutrolling the council. 
He had suggested and aided the election of 
Mr. Richard Peters to that body, with a view 
to protecting the rights of the colored people, 
and yet at the same time avoid the necessity 
of appointing negroes to office. As vacancies 
occurred in the council the géneral appointed 
such persons to fill the vacancies as were indi- 
cated to him by Mr. Peters as belonging to the 


reconstruction party. 
‘ ** 


Mr. Peters was made chairman of the finance 
committee, and the council managed things so 
well that Atlanta was the only city in the 
south sofortunate as to escape negro domina- 
tion. 

On the 20th of September, 1867, Mr. Dun- 
ning presented a memorial, and made a short 
statement of the object it was intended to ac- 
complish, namely, the erection of a Lincoln 
monument in this city. 

Mr. Peters moved that the memorial be re- 
ferred to aspecial committee to be appointed 
by the mayor. The motion prevailed, and 
Mayor Williams appointed on the committee 
Richard Peters, E. E. Rawson and A. W. 
Mitchell.

At the-next meeting of the council, which 
was held on the 27th of the month, the special 
committee submitted the following report: 

"To the Honorable Mayor and Council: 

“Your special committee to whom was referred 
the memorial of the Lincoln National Monument 
association respectiully recommend that the city 
appropriate ten acres of jand for the use of the asso- 
clation, and for a city park,sosdon as the mayor 
and council shall be satisfied of the ability of the 
association to carry out in good faith the erection of 
amonumentand the improvement of the grounds 
in accordance with the scale of expenditure sug- 
gested, Viz: $750,000 to $1,000,000, proposed in the 
verbal statement made to the council by J. L. Dun- 
ulng, president of the association.

A motion wasanade to adopt -the report of 
the committee, upon which Mr: Gullatt de- 
manded the ayes and nays. The result of the 
vote was as follows: Ayes—Peters, Mitchell,.

So far as can be ascertained, the councilmen 
were not really in favor of the monument. 
They felt certain that the practical difficulties 
in the way were insurmountable, but it would 
not do to make Dictator Pope angry, and thus 
draw upon the unfortunate city untold evils. 
The passage of the resolution was asmall mat- 
ter—it would take something more than that to 
build a million dollar monument. So the reso- 
lution was adopted, and Pope and the radicals 
of the north were temporarily pacified. 

nat 

But the motives of the council were misun- 
derstood by many. 

The democratic papers denounced the whole 
business in bitter language. Mr. William G. 
Newman, at that time a prominent contractor, 
Who had a gift for writing fiery, ringing verse, 
came out in the Intelligencer with a stormy 
poem, in which the monument, its projectors 
and adyocates were damned about as emphat- 
ically as they could be in a composition hamp- 
ered by the rules of rhyme and metre.

It was useless to make explanations. The 
Projectors of the enterprise said that their ob- 
ject Was to Cause money to be spent here, to 
give employment to idle labor, to secure a 
beautify park for the city, and to draw north- 
etn people with their capital here. 

All this went for nothing. The people raged 
and would not be comforted.

General Rodolpho Gunner, one of the most 
c.oted commanders) of Maximilian’s armies during 
the Mexican revolution, siid at Dallas, Tex., the 
otherday: “Itis strange that the press, which is 
devoting so much space tothe late Marshal Ba- 
zaine, never says anything about bis marriage with 
the beautiful lady who showed so much heroism in 
sharing the woesof herhusband. i have notin 
any paper read her maiden name, She was senor: 
ita Pepita Pena,a. sprightly and charming young 
lady of rare accomplishments, who, with her 
mother, resided tn the City of Mexico, where they 
derived abare competency from the rentsof an 
embarrassed hacienda. Marshal Bazaine, who had 
met ber at balls, fell desperately in love with her, 
and she seemed to be charmed with his niilitary 
glory, for he was about 57 and she only 13, hey 
were married in) the chapel of the emperors 
palace, During the seremony!I stood near the 
emperor, holding between my hands my silver 
helmet, if which wasa deed from the emperor to 
the bride, conferring on her the beautiful villa, 
Buena Vista, which had been the gift to him 
of the city of Mexieo and in which Marshal Bazaiue 
had been residing. 

“At the conclusion of the cermony I handed the 
deed to the emperor and he gave ittothe brido as 
a token ofesteem. lt wasindeed an imperial gift, 
for the villa was worth $150,000,” 

“The statement, so commonly circulated, that 
the emperor conferred the title of duke on Bfizaine, 
which, of course, makes Mrs. Bazaine a duchess, is 
not founded on fact. The emperor did not creates 
nobility in Mexico. Betore the religious marriage 
to which I bave referred a civil marriage had been 
conrummated in a smali room,in which the only 
parties present were the emperor, Marshal Bazaine, 
the bride,General Frient. General Boyer and myself, 
acting in my capacity as commandant of the 
palace. Theintendente of the accasion was Gon. 
Frient, who, at the conelusion of the civil ceremony 
addressed the bride, assurring her that she was be- 
ing raised to the highest rank that |the emperor 
could bestow upon her—a cousin of the Emperor 
Napoleon.

The motion was carried anapimously. 

Chairman Dodd made a short talk in favor 
of the organization. 

“We ought to profit,” said he, “hy the ex- 
ample of the M. A. B. and ‘stand close to- 
gether.

It was 
at my suggestion that the meeting was first 
called in Judge Anderson’s office to get out 
a congorvative ticket.

GEORGIA’S PRAISE. 
THE LEGISLATURE PASSES RESOLU- 
TIONS INDORSING CLEVELAND. 


Mr. Patterson’s Speech—A Bill Which Con- 
cerns Fulton County—Resolutions of Re 
spect—New Bills Introduced. 


The event of yesterday's session of the heuse 
was the speech of Mr. Patterson, of Bibb, on 
Cleveland’s defeat. 

The speech was both eloquent and wel! 
timed, and at its conclusion the resolution pre- 
viously offered was unanimously passed. 

Here is the resolution: 

“Whereas, in the recent presidential election the 
returns iudidate the defeat of Grover Cleveland, 
the national standard bearer of the democratic 
party. Therefore, be it resolved by the siate of 
Georgia, the senate concurring therein; 

First, That Georgia points to Grover Cleveland, 
the beloved disciple of democracy, with no less 
pride in the hourof his defeat than in thatof his 
victory. 

Resolved second, That the purity ot his adminis- 
tration, the wisdom of his statesmanship and his 
unswerving loyalty to his convictions have placed 
him high in the history of his country and dcep in 
the hearts of his countrymen. 

Kesclyed third, That Georgla, with unabated con- 
fidence, rynews her fealty tothe great democratic 
principle of anti-monopoly tariff reform. 

Resolved fourth. Thet the absence of sectional bit- 
terness from the recent national campaign is hailed 
with picasure inthe south, as indicatirg the ap- 
proach of the time when all sections of we union 
can discuss the economic questions of our gevern- 
ment with the fairness of men equally interested in 
its perpetuation and its success. 

When the clerk had concluded reading the 
resolutions Mr. Patterson said: ‘In moving 
the adoption of this resolution 1 do not desire 
to lay violent hands upon the occasion for the 
paspoee of addressing this house. So per- 

unctory a performance might be misconstrued 
into an effort to stimulate a sentiment which 
defeat has evoked from the solid south as free- 
ly as the rod ot Israel’s leader brought forth 
the living waters gushing from the rock. If 
there be any here who deem this resolution in- 
appropriate let them remember’ that 
four years ago when Grover Cleveland 
was elected president the state of 
Georgia, through her general assembly, dis- 
tinguished herself by ihe exuberance of her 
rejoicing, and it is in consonance with the tra- 
ditions of our state and the instincts of our 
people that she should prove no less loyal in 
the calin honr of defeat than she was triumph- 
ant in the delirious moment of victory. If 
there be any here who deem this resolution 
on the vain formality of a useless sympathy, 
let them be warned that the future student of 
history will find in the recent presidential 
campaign the inauguration of a new era in 
American” politics. For the first time in 
forty vears afnational contest has occurred 
from which the race issue has been practically 
eliminated. Sir, this elimination means the 
emancipation of the south. Thus, rendered 
free'and equalin our national councils, we can 
await with the philosophy of conviction 
the impression of our view upon economic 
questions on the policy of our government, in 
that inevitable coalescense betweén the south 
and the west—theo two sections for whom the 
future has the . richest heritage 
in store. I indulge the hope that the shack-

As to the residence of a judge the code of the state 
is very clear: 

Section 135 says an office in the state is vacated by 
the incumbent ceasing to be a resident of the state, 
or mobag county, circuit or district for which he was 
elected. 

It is clear from this that any officer of any cirenit, 
judge or otherwise, vacates his office when he ceases 
to be a resident of such circuit. 

ES° clearly is this the law that a provision has 
wen inade to prevent a hardship; asin section 240, 
as follows: A person having been appdinted a judge 
of any circuit cannot be deprived of his office b 

attaching the county in which he resides to a dif- 
ferent ju ticial cjreuit; but he continues to discharge

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MADAME BONNANTI TALKS OF 
DANCED’S CAREER. 
Some Pointed Comment on Seciety Cus- 
toms—The Americans Do Net Appreciate 
the Ballet—Dancing Hard Work. 

A premiere danseuse! 

W hat sort of a person will she prove to be? 
What bas been her lite, her education 
aud training, her experionces, and what are 
her views upon ber life and upon society in 
general ¢ | 

These and similar questions were uppermost 
in my mind as I began a search for the room 
of Mile. Bonfanti at the Kimball. Manager 
Vale came to my assistance just as I was about 
w give up in despatr. 

“This is her floor,” he said, as we reached 
the end of our journey, ‘‘and here is her room. 
There she stands at her door. Madame Bon- 
fanti!’’ 

A pretty, graceful Italian woman came for- 
wardand gave the kind of suave, sunny greet- 
jng that one finds in Italian people alone. 
She was dressed simply, and looked as gentle 
apd modest as any woman could. 

“Ah! You want tointerview me,” she said 
tn her pretty broken English. “So many of 
de ladies come to interview me in de citees, 
Come in My room and you must excuse. It is 
early and the room has not been done up yet. 

“JT am always at work, yon see,’’ she said, 
taking up her thimble and picking up a pink 
gatin slipper that had been much darned. 

‘And you mend your slippers yourself ’?’’ 

“Ah, yes,always. Scedisslipper. De peo- 
ple say: ‘Al! Bonfanti wear iron in de toe of 
her slippers or she could not dance so,’ but see 
dere is no iron there, only de lining of de _slip- 
per, dat is ail.” 

They were tiny slippers, as softas a child’s. 

“What a little foot!’’ I exclaimed. 

“Yes, it have been compliment very high on 
de stage. When I don’t dance my foot come 
very little, but de fatigue and work swell dem 
ep much,” 

“Does dancing make the feet larger? 

“Ah, no, not at all; dey simply sweil up 
when de muscles is strained. 

“Were you at de spectacle last night?’’ she 
asked, lifting her dark Italian eyes inquiring- 
i 4 You should haf gone. Ah, it was 
a grand spectacie; de ballet was beautiful and 
most modest. Nothing dat a lady could not 
Bee an’ dey yell—dat is, in 
de gallery—dey yell’ an’ ciap dere hands. 
De Aimerican people not understand de art of 
dancing. 

“Don't you like America? ‘ 

“Oh! very much, an’ dey lke me; but dey 
doan understan’ de art. When I do some little 
light steps dat ling dey clap dey hans 
and cry, ‘ali! howcunnin’! but when I say to 
myself, ‘Now I will dosomething great,’ and 
perform my most: difficult acts,. why dey 
laughs. Dey not understand it atall. ‘What 
you think?’ raising -her handsin horror, ‘a 
reported in Troy did write of me? Why, dat 
Madame Bonfanti wasafine kicker. ‘Think 
of dat! A fine kicker! Oh, horror! De man 
not know what ballet means. 
He not know de art of it and de long, tiresome

“Where have you found your most appreci- 
ative audiences ?”’ 

“In de big cities of New York and Chicago 
and in New Orleans. De French do love de 
ballet. In Venezuela de Spanish and de

Some of de American 
ladies dey shocked at de ballet, dey won’t go 
see it and still dey go to low French opera, 
where dere is as many legs and de songs is 
vulgar. Weshow no more legs than our art 
require, but in de French opera dey show dere 
legs wien it is unnecessaire. 

We mus dress as woe do. Suppose I dance 
wid high neck and long sleeve an skirt? My! 
where is Bonfanti? Dere isno way den to 
show de poetry of motion. De ladies hide 
dere faces at de ballet. I have been in de fine 
society, and de ladies’ costumes, dey worse 
than de balict from throat to waist. My! I 
say to myself, if dose ladies drew dere 
dresses up an covered dere bare shoulders, dey 
would have no clothes below dere knees, Be- 
cause we have to wear such little clothes it is 
not that we are immodest in our hearts. It is 
in the woman, and if the woman be immodest 
she will, by her bearing, show it with 
many clothes; and so’a woman can be digni- 
fied in acostume that her profession makes 
her wear.”’ 

“Do you think the profession bad for a wo- 
man ?”’ 3 

“Ah, no; it is good and bad; good and bad 
just like de great world everywhere. In our 
life temptations are more, and when dey don’t 
give way, dey should more credit deserve, 
Haye you no bad scandals in your 
fine society ?’’
